Weekly drawing s, ex pected to beg in 
arou nd mid-Au g u st, are desig ned to 
produ ce a million dollar winner abou t 
ev ery six weeks—or after each sale of 
30 million tickets. 
All tickets will sell for 5 0 cents each.

24 cents for each ticket sold. 
In addition, ag ents who may inclu de 
owners of bars, su permarkets, or other 
bu siness establishments will receiv e 
$10,000 for each million dollar winning

adviser 
Kenneth Rush said Monday, “ We’ve 
excluded nothing in term s of how to 
balance the budget.” 
And Herbert Stein, chairm an of the 
P re sid e n t’s Council of Econom ic 
Advisers, term ed a tax increase an 
“arithm etical possibility” but not a 
close or immediate one. 
Their comments came after President 
Nixon announced he will try to balance 
the 1976 budget to restrain inflation. 
In the Senate, sponsors of the tax cut- 
tax reform package lost 33-64. They 
had expected the defeat and readied a 
sm aller proposal for an income tax re­ 
duction combined with one reform 
m easure. 
This new plan, offered by Sen. Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., is to be 


debated today. 
Sponsors expect the new provision to 
be filibustered since its reform 
provision would repeal the 22 per cent 
oil depletion allowance. Oil state sena­ 
tors have pledged to fight it. 
The tax cut in the Humphrey amend­ 
ment would be achieved by raising the 
personal exemption for the taxpayer 
and each dependent from $750 to $800. 
As an alternative, a $175 tax credit 
could be used. 
The package plan defeated Monday 
provided for an $825 exemption and 
$190 tax credit. 
Humphrey told reporters his amend­ 
ment might be divided into its two 
parts for separate votes. 
Liberals have been confident all along 
that a tax cut would pass but expected 
much greater opposition to the reform 
provisions. They proposed the reforms 
in part to provide revenues to offset the 
loss from tax reduction.

offensive nuclear weapons. 
Both Kissinger and Jackson, head of 
the S enate A rm ed Services sub­ 
committee on arm s control, 
said 
classified documents, when released, 
will support their claims. 
Kissinger leaves today with President 
Nixon on a journey to another Moscow 
summit conference. 
Jackson said Kissinger, in a “secret 
clarification” dated July 24, 1972, 
agreed with the Russian government 
to change the definition of a modern 
missile to authorize the Russians to 
deploy 
1,020 m odern subm arine 
ballistic missiles in place of 950 
specified in the interim agreem ent 
signed two months earlier in Moscow. 
He said “steps have been taken just 
recently to correct what I call a 
loophole.” He said that in a “still 
further secret agreem ent,” initialed 
but not yet signed, “ it is speculated” 
that the United States made con­ 
cessions on verification issues to bring 
the total number of modem Soviet 


submarine missiles back down to 950. 
Before appearing before Jackson’s 
subcommittee Monday, Kissinger told 
a news conference that reports of 
secret agreem ents are “totally false in 
every detail.” 
He said, however, that just before the 
1972 election an understanding was 
signed clarifying how certain sub­ 
m arines could be arm ed under the 
main interim agreement. 
He said also that President Nixon, on 
the last day of the 1972 summit 
meeting in Moscow, informed the 
Soviet Union that the United States did 
not intend to deploy more than the 656 
subm arine launchers already existing, 
although the agreem ent allowed 710 to 
the United States. 
Jackson said the clarification was 
never submitted to Congress and that 
Congress never would have heard 
about it if Paul H. Nitze, former 
Pentagon SALT negotiator, had not 
appeared before the arm s control 
subcommittee last Thursday and “told 
us what happened.” 
Jackson said, “ The issue is the 
withholding from the Congress and the 
American people a secret agreem ent 
that had the clear effect of altering the 
term s 
of 
the 
SALT 
interim 
agreem ent,” he said. 
Kissinger acknowledged that the 
understanding was not submitted to 
C ongress but said congressional 
leaders got interpretations of it.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A public 
hearing has been scheduled for July 29 
on the proposed rules under which 
Ohio’s new lottery would operate, 
beginning in August. 


The State litte r y Commission, as 
required by law, filed the proposed 
rules Monday with Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown. 
Officials said the public hearing will 
be held at lottery headquarters in 
Cleveland (11000 Cedar Ave.) begin­ 
ning at IO a.m . on July 29. 
After the hearing, the commission 
then may amend the rules—or adopt 
them intact— under provisions of the 
s ta te ’s A dm inistrative P ro ced u res 
Act. 
Weekly drawings, expected to begin 
around mid-August, are designed to 
produce a million dollar winner about 
every six weeks—or after each sale of 
30 million tickets. 
All tickets will sell for 50 cents each. 
Some 10,000 agents throughout the 
state will act as vendors, and collect 
2 h cents for each ticket sold. 
In addition, agents who may include 
owners of bars, superm arkets, or other 
business establishments will receive 
$10,000 for each million dollar winning 
ticket 
sold 
by 
them. 
The 
first 
millionaire drawing is expected in 
October. 


Payoffs of those winning $1 million 
will be at the rate of $50,000 a year tor 
20 years. Winners of $300,000 would get 
$15,000 a year for 20 years, under the 
proposed rules. 
They also provide that through 
selected combination of computer- 
drawn numbers, there will be 25,000 
winners of $20 each week. Those 
winners become eligible for the million 
dollar drawing. 
Also each week, there will be a list of 
IO winners eligible for participation in 
the so-called “Ohio 300.” In that 
category, each will be eligible to win 
the top $300,000, two weekly prizes of 
$60,000 or one of five prizes of $15,000. 
Each of the IO finalists in the Ohio 300 
will win at least $15,000. 
In addition to the 25,000 weekly win­ 
ners of $20, there will be 30 winners of 
$1,000. 
Weekly drawings will be held at 
various cities around the state and the 
winning numbers announced there. No 
blood relative of any commission 
m em ber or employe will be eligible to 
participate. 
The winning numbers will involve 
matching combinations of five-digit 
numbers on the lottery tickets. There 
are three sets of five-digit num bers on 
each tick et. Colors of m atching 
num bers—blue or green—also will be a 
factor in the size of the prize.

An additional $100 was added to the 
yearly budget of the Saltcreek Town 
and Country Club for operation of the 
Chilcote Memorial Park on Route 56 
east of Laurelville by Pickaway 
County Commissioners Monday. 
The extra 
funds 
will

used 
primarily for a security light for the 
park, which has suffered extensive 
damage at the hands of vandals since 
its inception eight years ago. 
Commissioners also voted to clean 
out a septic tank at the park. 
The park, deeded to the county, has 
been maintained by members of the 
Town and Country' Club. The four-acre 
plot has been enhanced with trees and 
shrubbery, outdoor toilets, picnic 
tables, and a well. Club members also 
built a septic tank there. 
But vandals have made the task of 
maintaining the park an awesome one, 
according to Peggy Jones, Wanda 
Seimer, Rena Roldoser and Mary Ann 
Del/>ng of the club. 
Picnic tables have been turned over 
and in some cases carried away. Wood 
has been ripped from the outside 
restrooms. Trees and the lawn have 
been damaged by automobiles. And 
litter is constantly accumulating on 
the park grounds. 
Vandals removed steel covers from 
the septic tank and dropped them into 
the tank. It is also stuffed full of beer 
and soft drink cans, other rubbish, and 
adead pig. 


Commissioners decided to place a 
security light at the park in an effort to 
drive vandals from the area. They will 
also weld the septic tank covers in 
place once they are retrieved from the 
tank. 
Commissioners budget funds to the 
club for maintenance of the park each 
year. 


A resolution was authorized and 
approved by commissioners to allow 
the Pickaway County Mental Retar­ 
dation Board to purchase the Brooks- 
Yates School and land for a workshop.

W om an Fights 
To Save Hom estead 


WAYNE, W. Va. (AP) — Ethel Carson 
says she has given up on the federal 
government and has begun relying 
solely on God to save her family 
homestead. 
“I’m just praying that God will keep 
their hands off me until He finds me 
another place to go to,” the 66-year-old 
widow said as she sat on the porch of 
the old frame farmhouse her father 
built at the turn of the century. 
Mrs. Carson lives on Miller’s Fork 
Road in rural Wayne County. 
Ifs a land of overgrown fields and 
weed-choked driveways leading to 
houses no longer there. The road is 
rutted. Humped groundhogs laze 
boldly along the roadway and a pass­ 
ing automobile sends scores of rabbits 
springing off in every direction. 
Once scores of farm families lived 
along the road, but no longer. Almost 
everyone has left, except for Mrs. 
Carson, Pearl Blankenship—a widow 
who lives down the road and is in the 
process of moving out— and a few 
others. 
The Miller’s Fork exodus began three 
years ago when the federal govern­ 
ment 
came 
in 
and 
began 
con­ 
demnation proceedings in preparation 
for the Beech Fork Lake project. 
“They’re all gone now,” Mrs. Carson 
observed one day last week. She grew 
up on Miller’s Fork, left when she was 
18 and returned nine years ago to take 
care of her aged father. “And them 
federals have told me to leave, too, 
three different times. Now they say 


I’ve got to be gone by July 1st.” 
Mrs. Carson said she accepted the 
government’s final offer of $15,000 for 
her house and surrounding six-acre 
bottom, but that more than $2,000 of 
that money went for attorneys’ fees 
and her father’s funeral expenses. 
“Now I’ve just got $13,000 left and I 
can’t find a place for that,” she said. 
“I’d leave if they’d treat me right but I 
can’t find no place for $13,000. I can’t 
go into debt, all I got coming in is $111 a 
month from Social Security. 
“The government people tell me to get 
out and move into one of them projects 
but I’ve got to have some land for a 
garden. That’s food, you know.” 
A spokesman for the U.S. attorney’s 
office at Huntington said of all the land 
condemnation cases his office had 
handled throughout southern West 
Virginia, Mrs. Carson’s was one of the 
most perplexing. 
“We’ve never had a situation that’s 
gone beyond a writ of assistance,” he 
said. “ But sooner or later we’re going 
to have to take her out bodily. Right 
now we’re trying to get her son to 
reason with her.” 
Back on Miller’s Fork Mrs. Carson sat 
on her porch and fanned away a fly. 
“Some of those government men told 
me they’d set me out in the yard,” she 
said, flicking at the insect. “And I told 
them go right ahead. I told them I can 
die and go to heaven out in the yard as 
well as anyplace else ... and believe 
me, that’s my goal.” 
Soxbe Still Soys Patty Heorst 
Com m on Criminal. Not Victim 
SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) - U.S. Atty. 
Gen. William B. Saxbe says he still 
thinks Patricia Hearst is a “common 
criminal,” but if he had it to do again 
he probably wouldn’t say so. 
Saxbe, on a visit Monday to the Expo 
‘74 world’s fair during a break in the 
National 
Association 
of Attorneys 
General convention in Coeur d’Alene, 
Idaho, was asked if he still believed 
what he said of Miss Hearst in April. 
He replied: 
“Yes, and I suppose I should have 
explained to people I had more in­ 
formation... Still, had I to do it again, 
I’d hesitate.” 
He said he would hesitate because it 
was a personal opinion, “and I’ve 
found out I can’t have a personal 
opinion.” 
Earlier, in a speech at the Coeur 
d’Alene meeting, Saxbe said it is 
wrong for common thieves to be im­ 
prisoned while convicted public of­ 
ficials are lightly punished. 
“It is hardly reassuring when one man 
goes to prison for years for theft while 
another man involved in a conspiracy 
to steal our freedoms is in and out of 
jail in the wink of an eye,” he said. 
“ Fairness 
should 
perm eate 
everything we do. We must show the 
young by example that our system of 
justice really does work. 
“ Crim inal violations cannot be 
tolerated on the part of anyone, no 
matter what position of public trust 
they may have held, no m atter how 
glib their attempts at justification may 
be.” 
Saxbe told newsmen later it was not 


his intent to suggest personal disap­ 
pointment with sentences pronounced 
in connection with Watergate. 
“I was talking about the whole con­ 
cept of the judicial process and some of 
the problems that the attorney general 
have,” he said.

Less-Polluting 
Motor Fuel 
Developed 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) - The Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Co. will acquire rights 
to a fuel blended of water, alcohol and 
gasoline to cut pollution from auto 
engines and extend engine life, the 
company said Monday. 
The fuel is the fruit of three years of 
research by two Goodyear chemists 
who were seeking a fuel which would 
maintain a high octane rating without 
lead. 
Kenneth J. Freeh and James J. 
Tazuma said their work reflected their 
belief that the answer to cutting 
pollutants lay in engineering fuels 
rath er than in adding scrubbing 
devices to the engine. 
The pair said the most successful 
formula was 25 per cent t-butyl 
alcohol, 3 per cent water and 72 per 
cent gasoline. 
Independent tests “indicate a 65 per 
cent reduction in specific pollutants 
compared with fuels being pumped 
today,” Goodyear said. 
The blend would result in few engine 
deposits and thus fewer repairs needed 
and longer engine life. 
The tests show the blend “boosts the 
octane number of basic gas to a rating 
on 
which 
virtually 
any 
high- 
compression engine would run knock- 
free, thus eliminating the need for 
lead,” Tazuma said. 
The petroleum-based alcohol com­ 
ponents and the mixture could be 
produced by refineries now, Freeh 
said. 
The researchers estimated cost of the 
mixture would be competitive with 
today’s gasoline prices if produced in 
quantity.

Facilities include drinking water, 
restrooms and picnicking areas at all 
locks except Philo, and boat launching 
ramps at Beverly, Luke Chute, Stock­ 
port and Ellis. There are private 
launching ramps near the McCon­ 
nelsville and Zanesville locks. 
There is no boat motor horsepower 
limit along the parkway. 
Many anglers fish from boats on the 
river, and fishing also is permitted at 
each of the lock sites. 
Boating and fishing gear and food 
are available at convenient spots along 
the river. 
The park office at lock IO in 
Zanesville is accessible by land or 
water. 
A 
brochure 
prepared 
by 
the 
Department of Natural Resources, 
which explains the history of the park­ 
way and has a map and lock in­ 
formation, can be obtained at the park 
office. 
Those visiting the Muskingum River 
Parkway via Zanesville can cross that 
city’s famous “Y-Bridge” and stop at 
the National Road-Zane Grey Museum 
there before heading downriver.

Jobless Law 
In Effect Soon 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) — 
Thousands of Ohioans will have to sign 
up for workm en’s compensation 
coverage as employers after a new law 
goes into effect July I. 
The law, approved by the General 
Assembly last August, designates as 
“employers” any person who hires 
another person at a salary of $50 
during a 
consecutive three-month 
period. 
This would apply to babysitters, 
cleaning ladies and the like. 
Applying for the coverage is simple, 
said Anthony Stringer, administrator 
of the Ohio Bureau of Workmen’s Com­ 
pensation. 
An employer must fill out a form 
which consists of two questions—how 
many employes and how much do you 
pay them—plus a deposit, he said. 
For example, a $10 deposit would 
cover the babysitter, Stringer said.

Gilligan, who piloted the pad- 
dlewheelei part of the way down the 
river, said the Muskingum is one of the 
most scenic rivers ne has seen and that 
the

represent a vestige of Ohio history that 
certainly deserves protection. 
“Going through the locks is quite an 
experience,” said the Governor. 
“They have to be seen to be ap­ 
preciated.” 
There are 113 acres of land along the 
parkway, which generally follows Ohio 
Route 60 from Dresden to Marietta.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Ohio has 62 state 
parks, but most Ohioans are familiar 
with only a few of the parks and the 
opportunities for outdoor recreation 
that they offer. This is one of a series of 
stories designed to make Ohioans 
more aware of what their state parks 
have to offer. 
The largest river lying wholly within 
Ohio provides the setting for a unique 
state park—the Muskingum River 
Parkway. 


Actually a series of mini-parks, the 
state park encompasses a fascinating 
set of IO locks and dams along 93 miles 
of the 
uskingum from Dresden in 
Musk. wam County south to Marietta 
in Washington County. 
The hand-operated locks, some of 
the oldest in the United States, are all 
fully operational. They were com­ 
pleted in 1841 to permit commercial 
river traffic to travel up and down the 
Muskingum from the Ohio River at 


Marietta. 
Today there is virtually no com­ 
mercial traffic on the Muskingum, 
making it an excellent watercourse for 
pleasure craft ranging from canoes to 
houseboats.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Government 
figures indicate hog farm ers in the 
heart of the Com Belt see the pork 
situation in the months ahead a bit dif­ 
ferently from many producers in other 
states.

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JA Taxpayers Ask IRS 
Vanik Pushes For Tax Reform 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. 
The column 
answers 
questions most frequently asked by 
taxpayers. 
(Q.) I own my own construction 
business. I’ve hired my son to work for 
me this summer. Is it true that I don’t 
have to pay social security taxes on his 
wages? 
(A.) Yes. If you employ your son or 
daughter and he or she is under 21, you 
do not have to pay social security taxes 
on his or her wages. However this 
exception does not apply if your 
business is a corporation or a part­ 
nership which contains a partner other 
than you or your wife. 
(Q.) I’m selling my home and have 
to pay “ points” to the bank for it to 
arrange financing terms for the buyer. 
Are these “ points” deductible by me 
as interest? 
I A.) No. Although “ points” paid by a 
home buyer are usually deductible as 
interest, “ points” paid by a seller, 
which basically are loan placement 
fees paid to the lender as a condition to 
arranging financing terms for the 
buyer, are not deductible as interest. 
However, these charges are a selling 
expense reducing the amount realized 
on the sale for purposes of computing 
your gain. 
(Q.) I’ve taken a new job more than 


50 miles away from where I presently 
live and work. Can I deduct my moving 
expenses? 
(A.) The first requirement you must 
satisfy to deduct moving expenses is 
that the distance between your new 
place of work and your old residence 
must be at least 50 miles farther than 
the distance from your old residence to 
your old place of work. For example, if 
it is 55 miles from your new place of 
work to your old residence and it is 7 
miles from your old residence to your 
old place of work, you would not 
qualify for the deduction because the 
difference in distances is only 48 miles. 
Secondly, during 
the 12-month 
period immediately after you arrive in 
the general area of your new place of 
work, you must work full-time for at 
least 39 weeks. It is not necessary that 
you work for one employer for the 39 
weeks, nor that the weeks be con­ 
secutive. 
For additional information, see IRS 
Publication 521, “ Tax Information on 
Moving Expenses.” It’s available free 
from your IRS office. 
(Q.) Is it possible for me to reduce 
the amount of tax with-held from my 
pay? 
(A.) Yes. This is done by filing a new 
W-4 Form with your employer, 
claiming all the exemptions to which 
you are entitiled. In addition, you may 
qualify to claim the special with­ 
holding 
allowance. For details, see 
your employer or call your local IRS 
office.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - U.S. Rep. 
Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohio, 
urged 
members of the House of Represen­ 
tatives this month to reform the 
nation’s tax laws. 


Vanik showed fellow congressmen an 
advertisement entitled “ A New Report 
for Executives Who Can’t Afford the 
Tax Consequences of a Big Salary” 
sent to businesses explaining a tax 
avoidance service. 


“ I believe that any fair-minded person 
who reads this advertisement will 
agree that it is really an advertisement 
on the need for tax reform,” Vanik 
wrote in the Congressional Record. 


“ For some time I have been con­ 
cerned about the confusing and varied 
administration of our nation’s tax laws 
and the conflicts of judicial appeal 
which may often be selected by the 
taxpayer and his counsel. 


“ Depending on the decision of an 
area’s circuit court and the action—or 
nonaction—by the Supreme Court, the 
tax laws of the nation may vary con­ 
siderably from court to court and re­ 
gion to region,” he said. 


Vanik cited figures from the com­ 
missioner of the Internal Revenue 
Service which showed that the U.S. 
District Court for Northern Alabama 
sentenced over IO times as many tax 
evaders between 1946 and 1974 as the 
District Courts of Middle and Southern 
Alabama. 
For Ohio’s two courts, 35.9 per cent of

prisoned in the Northern District while 
32.3 per cent were sent to prison in the 
southern District, figures disclosed. 
"There is more than a casual 
relationship between case volume and 
light sentence,” Vanik concluded. 
“ There is an incredible variation in 
the sentencing practices throughout 
the nation for tax evasion and related 
cases. It is incomprehensible that a 
person in the Western Judicial District 
of Virginia has about one-seventh the 
chance of serving a prison sentence as 
a resident of the Western Judicial 
District of Washington. 
“ Obviously there is a great op­ 
portunity for conflicting tax 
law 
opinion at any given time. It may be 
wise to consider a change in the tax 
judicial structure—which would make 
the same law apply equally to all 
citizens and which would prevent tax 
forum shopping,” he said. 
Vanik had published the tax avoidance 
report in the Congressional Record. 
It detailed how to deposit money to 
credit tax-free, determine the best tax- 
wise salary and how to supplement it 
with business meals and lodging, 
“ explains when you can get tax-free 
cash from the company without 
running the risk of having it con­ 
sidered a taxable dividend,” and 


shows how the law permits executives 
“ for the first time to remain in a lower 
bracket even when their incomes jump 
dramatically from bonuses, dividends 
and other sources,” Vanik said.

Impeachment is a matter wnicn 
weighs heavily on the minds of many 
Americans today. Because I may one 
day have to vote on this most serious 
issue should the House Judiciary 
Committee report out articles of im­ 
peachment, I have reframed, and will 
continue to refrain, from making any 
comments or judgments on it until all 
the facts are in. 
What I will not refrain from com­ 
menting 
on, 
however, 
is 
the 
irresponsible and deplorable manner 
in which a lot of the facts and 
fabrications considered behind the 
closed doors of committee hearings 
are being leaked to the press. This is a 
travesty of justice and the per­ 
petrators of these leaks, at the very 
least, should not be permitted to 
continue in their positions on the 
committee staff. After all, Charles 
Colson was prosecuted, convicted and 
sentenced to prison for the very same 
thing. 
The committee has been conducting 
this phase of its impeachment in­ 
vestigation in closed session primarily 
because the material involved is often 
relevant to other cases either in court 
now or pending court action. If the 
material were to be made public, it 
would jeopardize these cases and the 
whole issue of fairness by which we 
solidly base our judicial system. 
Furthermore, the evidence being 
leaked is selective in nature and not 
often accurate, nor are the sources 
totally impeccable. For example, one 
aide to a committee member, who 
certainly has made his opposition to 
the President known many times over, 
is the author of several memos about 
evidence damaging to the President. 
Yet, this same aide was also on the 
campaign staff of Senator McGovern 
during the 1972 presidential elections 
when Watergate occurred. One could 
infer that there is a possibility of bias 
on the part of the person interpreting 
the evidence, but the trouble is, 
whether they are accurate or not, the 
memos he wrote receive almost in­ 
stant authenticity and credibility once 
they hit the news media. Few, if any, 
have the proper means of verifying 
them, too. 
What I strongly object to is the 
double standard this also involves. 
Here we have people involved in the 
prosecution of others for abusing the 
duties and responsibilities of a par­ 
ticular office, yet they arc doing the 
exact same thing. Where is their own 
sense of ethics that they would peddle 
secret testimony or evidence on such a 
highly sensitive and critical national 
matter as the impeachment of the 
President of the United States? It is 
time the staff members involved in the 
Judiciary Committee unpeachment 
hearings also take an oath of secrecy 
as the committee members have done. 
They should then be discharged from 
their duties if they break it. 
I do not consider this a minor 
matter. Nor do I think the press has 
acted on any commendable way by 
publishing these leaks. Some headline 


mongers have used the argument of 
the “ public's right to know” without so 
much as a thought to the equally im­ 
portant 
“ rights of the accused” . 
Considering the implications of the 
Judiciary 
Committee’s 
task, 
responsible reporting and discretion 
certainly would have been the better 
part of valor. 
Eventually, the public will know the 
truth, and I believe we are ever 
coming nearer to the time when we 
will have all the facts and when we will 
have an end to Watergate and the 
terrible problems it has caused. The 
investigation of the w?rong doings 
should not be turned into a witch hunt 
or a lynch mob, nor should the con­ 
stitutionally based impeachment 
process be belittled and degraded by 
such shoddy activities. Continued 
leaks from the Judiciary Committee 
until its hearings are opened to the 
public are not only grossly unfair to the 
President who is under investigation 
for possible impeachment, but also to 
the entire country whose future hangs 
heavily in the balance.

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) — 
Ethiopian guerrillas killed a Dutch 
nurse they kidnaped because one of 
her shoes kept falling off and she 
couldn’t keep up as they ran through 
the bush, according to her American 
companion. 
Deborah Dortzbach, a pregnant, 24- 
year-old missionary nurse from 
Freehold, N.J., who was kidnaped May 
27 with the Dutch nurse Anna Stick- 
werda, said the guerrillas of the Erit­ 
rean Liberation Front asked her to 
relay their apologies for the killing. 
Mrs. Dortzbach, who was released 
unharmed Saturday, told her story to 
her associates in the Society of 
International Missions in Asmara, the 
capital of the northern province of 
Eritrea. She was reported in good 
health despite her ordeal but has been 
in seclusion with her husband Karl in 
the Asmara area since her release. 
The guerrillas kidnaped Mrs. Dortz­ 
bach and Miss Stickwerda, who was 54, 
from an 
American 
Evangelical 
Mission hospital in an area partly con­ 
trolled by the E LF 25 miles from 
Asmara. 
Mrs. Dortzbach’s friends said she told 
this story: 
After they were taken from the 
hospital at gunpoint, Miss Stickwerda 
and Mrs. Dortzbach were forced to run 
through the bush toward a hideout. But 
the Dutch nurse was unable to keep up. 
One shoe fell off repeatedly, and the 
guerrillas told the woman she would 
have to hurry. She fell to the ground, 
gasping, “ I can’t go on. I can’t go on.” 
A guerrilla bent down and shot her in 
the head.

Impeachment is a m atter wnicn 
weighs heavily on the minds of many 
Americans today. Because I may one 
day have to vote on this most serious 
issue should the House Judiciary 
Committee report out articles of im­ 
peachment, I have refrained, and will 
continue to refrain, from making any 
comments or judgments on it until all 
the facts are in. 
What I will not refrain from com­ 
m enting 
on, 
however, 
is 
the 
irresponsible and deplorable manner 
in which a lot of the facts and 
fabrications considered behind the 
closed doors of committee hearings 
are being leaked to the press. This is a 
travesty of justice and the per­ 
petrators of these leaks, at the very 
least, should not be permitted to 
continue in their positions on the 
committee staff. After all, Charles 
Colson was prosecuted, convicted and 
sentenced to prison for the very same 
thing. 
The committee has been conducting 
this phase of its impeachment in­ 
vestigation in closed session primarily 
because the material involved is often 
relevant to other cases either rn court 
now or pending court action. If the 
material were to be made public, it 
would jeopardize these cases and the 
whole issue of fairness by which we 
solidly base our judicial system. 
Furthermore, the evidence being 
leaked is selective in nature and not 
often accurate, nor are the sources 
totally impeccable. For example, one 
aide to a committee member, who 
certainly has made his opposition to 
the President known many times over, 
is the author of several memos about 
evidence damaging to the President. 
Yet, this same aide was also on the 
campaign staff of Senator McGovern 
during the 1972 presidential elections 
when Watergate occurred. One could 
infer that there is a possibility of bias 
on the part of the person interpreting 
the evidence, but the trouble is, 
whether they are accurate or not, the 
memos he wrote receive almost in­ 
stant authenticity and credibility once 
they hit the news media. Few, if any, 
have the proper means of verifying 
them, too. 
What I strongly object to is the 
double standard this also involves. 
Here we have people involved in the 
prosecution of others for abusing the 
duties and responsibilities of a par­ 
ticular office, yet they are doing the 
exact same thing. Where is their own 
sense of ethics that they would peddle 
secret testimony or evidence on such a 
highly sensitive and critical national 
matter as the impeachment of the 
President of the United States? It is 
time the staff members involved in the 
Judiciary Committee unpeaehment 
hearings also take an oath of secrecy 
as the coriunittee members have done. 
They should then be discharged from 
their duties if they break it. 
I do not consider this a minor 
matter. Nor do I think the press has 
acted on any commendable way by 
publishing these leaks. Some headline 


mongers have used the argument of 
the “public’s right to know” without so 
much as a thought to the equally im­ 
portant 
“rights of the accused” . 
Considering the implications of the 
Judiciary 
Com m ittee’s 
task, 
responsible reporting and discretion 
certainly would have been the better 
part of valor. 
Eventually, the public will know the 
truth, and I believe we are ever 
coming nearer to the time when we 
will have all the facts and when we will 
have an end to Watergate and the 
terrible problems it has caused. The 
investigation of the wrong doings 
should not be turned into a witch hunt 
or a lynch mob, nor should the con­ 
stitutionally based im peachm ent 
process be belittled and degraded by 
such shoddy activities. Continued 
leaks from the Judiciary Committee 
until its hearings are opened to the 
public are not only grossly unfair to the 
President who is under investigation 
for possible impeachment, but also to 
the entire country whose future hangs 
heavily in the balance.

She was reported in good 
health despite her ordeal but has been 
in seclusion with her husband Karl in 
the Asmara area since her release.

Mission hospital in an area partly con­ 
trolled by the ELF 25 miles from 
Asmara. 
Mrs. Dortzbach’s friends said she told 
this story: 
After they were taken from the 
hospital at gunpoint, Miss Stickwerda 
and Mrs. Dortzbach were forced to run 
through the bush toward a hideout. But 
the Dutch nurse was unable to keep up. 
One shoe fell off repeatedly, and the 
guerrillas told the woman she would 
have to hurry. She fell to the ground, 
gasping, “ I can’t go on. I can’t go on.” 
A guerrilla bent down and shot her in 
the head.

Texas District Court Judge 
Charles teng had issued an 
injunction that barred W FL 
recruiting of Cowboys Calvin 
Hill, Craig Morton and Mike 
Montgomery. The injunction 
was granted to the Cowboys, 
who described the W FL 
recruiting as “ raiding.”

Texas District Court Judge 
Charles I»ng had issued an 
injunction that barred WTT.

The injunction 
was granted to the Cowboys, 
who described the W FL 
recruiting as “ raiding.”

CPB-Ford su pply. 
At WDCN, one of Nashville’s 
fou r TV stations, the grant 
cam e to $60,19 1. The requ ired 
matching su m of $20,064 was 
easily reached and exceeded. 
Ayers said, despite initial 
fears of fiscal woe. 
When the station held its an­ 
nu al fu nd drive in March, he 
said, “we did get a sizeable 
increase. We fou nd this time 
we had fewer big donations, 
bu t more mediu m and small 
donations ...” 
Why? Ayers said he doesn’t 
really k now, “ bu t it strongly 
su ggests ou r average viewer 
is increasingly aw are he’s got 
to dig down now and really 
help pay for the shows he or
